The  Raleigh  High  School  football  team  experienced  one  of  the 
most  topsy-turvy  seasons  in  many  years.  It  had  its  fill  of  injuries, 
hard  games,  conference  rulings,  and  bad  weather.  Perhaps  the  most 
outstanding  event  of  the  1944  football  campaign  occurred  when 
Coach  Stone  craftily  changed  his  entire  style  of  attack.

The  Caps  opened  their  season  against  a  twice  tested  Durham  team. 
Coach  Stone’s  hoys  came  home  with  an  18-0  victory  under  their  belt. 

Fayetteville  entertained  Raleigh  on  September  29,  and  the  Caps 
“swam”  to  a  25-0  victory  over  the  Fayetteville  eleven.  The  game 
was  played  in  a  driving  rain  which  turned  the  field  into  a  quagmire. 

The  Purple  Hurricane  went  to  Wilson  on  October  6  without  the 
services  of  Joe  Jordan,  star  tailback,  who  had  been  declared  in¬ 
eligible  for  further  conference  play.  The  Caps,  handicapped  by 
th  is  fact,  were  set  hack  14-6  by  Wilson.  It  was  Raleigh’s  first  loss 
of  the  season  and  their  first  in  two  years. 

After  a  two  weeks  layoff,  the  Caps  opened  the  home  season  with 
Goldsboro.  The  Goldsboro  team  was  turned  back  20-0  by  Stone’s 
gridders.  Walton  Ferrell,  star  Cap  fullback,  was  sidelined  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season,  due  to  a  broken  knee  which  he  suffered 
in  the  Goldsboro  game. 
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Playing  in  Wilmington  on  October  27,  the  Caps  introduced  their  dazzling  “T” 
formation  and  ran  off  with  a  20-0  verdict  over  the  New  Hanover  eleven. 

The  Caps  returned  to  their  home  field  for  their  sixth  game  which  was  played  with 
Greenville.  The  Caps  routed  Greenville  57-13.  Every  player  on  the  Raleigh  squad 
won  his  spurs  in  that  game. 

Asheville’s  “Mountaineers”  came  to  Raleighland  and  strutted  hack  home  with  a 
26-6  decision  over  the  Caps.  This  game  was  Raleigh’s  second  defeat  of  the  season. 

The  season  s  finale  was  with  Rocky  Mount  at  Devereaux  Meadow.  Raleigh  upset 
the  Blackbirds  25-7.  This  encounter  marked  the  end  of  a  very  successful  season. 

During  the  1944  season  the  Caps  ran  up  149  points  to  their  opponents’  50.  Jimmy 
Phillips  was  high  scorer  with  42  points,  and  Billy  Hawkins  was  second  with  26  points.

Other 
high  scorers  were  Sam  Cothran  with  95  points,  Dodge  Geoghegan  with 
83  points;  George  Pickett  scored  87,  and  Billy  Baise  accounted  for  45. 
Raleigh  scored  a  total  of  498  points  this  year  against  their  opponents’ 
447. 

Billy  Jordan,  Jack  Gordon  and  Laddie  Terrell  were  recognized  for 
their  fine  work  this  season.  They  were  a  great  boost  to  the  power  of 
the  Hurricanes.
